Zoning for Big Residential 
Project Get Planners OK 


iiCjiuLUS-’A land 
ezoning to permit the 
construction of a laige 
residential project has been 
pproved by the Romulus 
ownship Planning 
ommission. 

The re-zoning petition 
"lied by Forsythe 
Development Company of 
Southfield, Mich., was 
approved in a public hearing 
held before the planners Dec. 
3, in # the Water Board 
Building, Joseph Wallis, 
secretary of the Planning 
Commission, announced. 

The firm plans the laige 
residential complex on some 
80 acres, located on the 
northwest corner of 
Pennsylvania Road and 
Huron River Drive. 

CLAVIN SHUBOW, firm 
representative, made a • 
detailed site plan showing

commission’s approval is 
construction blue prints and 
related specifications, Wallis 
stated. 

The site plans disclosed 
that the project will consist 
of both residential units, 
multiple units and 
recreational area with 
adequate off street parking 
spaces and a commercial area. 

Some 436,400 square feet 
will be used for the 
commercial aspects of the 
project. 

RESIDENTIAL UNITS 
will be located on large size 
lots described as 80 by 120 
feet with some up to 90 feet 
wide. 

Wallis reported that these 
lot sizes would be the largest 
in the Township and 
compares with the average 


Some 39.5 acres would be' 
used by the multiple units 
with 12.5 units per acre. 
There will be a total of 492 
multiple units. Majority of 
them will be of one to two 
bedroom apartments. 

Present township 
ordinances required that 
984,000 square feet would be 
required to construct the 492 
multiple units. The firm has 
allowed 1,716,000 square 
feet in their plans, Wallis said. 

IN ADDITION, the site 
plans show 738 spaces for off 
street parking and eight acres 
of open space set aside for 
recreational purposes. 

The rezoning was from 
R-1A 9 (single family 
residential) to Commercial 
and Multiple residential, 
Wallis reported.

HE INVITED officials and 
civic groups from Belleville, 
Dearborn Heights, Romulus, 
Sumpter, Taylor, Wayne

Using color slides of maps, 
charts and graphs, two 
TALUS planners, Alex 
Kennedy and Gary Kraus, 


drew the following picture of 
that area by the year 1990: 

♦The 1965 population of 
268,000 will rise to 

increase. 

♦Land In urban use will 
Increase from its 1965 figure 
of 61.5 square miles to 147 
square miles-an 87 percent 
rise. 

* £ m p 1 oyment will 
increase 127 percent-from 
46,497 in 1965 to 105,000. 

♦There will be a fantastic 
increase in purchasing power, 
with the number of families 
having incomes of more than 
$15,000 in present* day 
dollars multiplying tenfold. 

DISCUSSION 
FOLLOWING the 
presentation made it clear 
that local communities will 
face tremendous challenges 
during the same period in 
coping with the population 
explosion and in competing

ROMULUS - A 
two-year employment 
contract between the 
Romulus Police Officer 
and the Romulus 
Township Board of 
Trustees has been ratified 
by members of the 
Association at a meeting 
held in the Township 
Hall Dec. 9. 

The contractural 
agreement had been 
previously approved by the 
Township Board pending 
approval of a final draft of 
the contract. 

The final draft presented 
to the trustees by association 
officials last week had been 
accepted and approved. 

THE POLICE OFFICERS’ 
contract is the first in the 
history of the Township. 

The purpose of the now 
approved agreement, 
Roderick E. Smith, township 
supervisor, said, is to provide 
orderly collecting bargaining 
opportunity, job security and 
other rights and privileges to 
township employes, to secure 
prompt and fair disposition 
of any grievances and to 

provide more harmonious and 
efficient working 
relationships between the 
employer and employe. 

The two-year contract, 
with yearly salary 
negotiation, covers all sworn 
policemen of the rank below, 
but not including lieutenant, 
both part time and full time 
on township payroll. 


THE PACT also fixes the 
conditions of employment, 
economic benefits, rules and 
regulations. 

The contract does not 
cover salary schedules at this 
time but does provide setting 
up pay scales at the end of 
the fiot year. 


Current starting salaries 
will be up for consideration 
at upcoming budget sessions 
when the Association is 
scheduled to present their 
salary requests.

When the 
present supervisor was 
questioned on this, they 
immediately covered the 
notation with crayon and 
told me it was a mistake, it 
shouldn’t be in the book that 
way. We wonder? 

♦A new Trailer Park 
reportedly worth several 
million dollars has a tax 
valuation on the books of 
$25,200 and is taxed 
accordingly. 

♦The so-called dump in 
our township doing several 
hundred thousand dollars in 
business every' year is taxed 
far below some of the farms 
in the township. 

♦A hall rented for 
weddings etc. is stamped Tax 
Exempt in the tax book, they 
pay no property tax 
whatsoever. 

♦There are home 
Sumpter with 
identical market valu 
have $400 property 
others, with less acreage, 

$700 and $800. Why 
inequality? 

♦Did you know that the 
present township Board voted 
a 7 mill additional tax for the 
water program? Sumpter 
township has a tax base of 
about 19 million dollars. Now 
if these low taxpayers do not 
pay their share, it is passed 
along to the other taxpayers. 
The result is low taxes for 
some and extra high taxes for 
others. 

We know and understand 
there are some in the 
township who cannot pay 
their tax, but these cases I 
cite, I know to be as able as I 
to pay their tax, and should 
be paying it. 

We do not blame the 
present supervisor for the tax 
situation this year. But we 
did not like the way he took 
the office and this we can 
blame him for. He can help us 
if he wants to. He has told me 
things will be different next 
year. 

We hope he means it. In 
the meantime some of us pay 
extraordinary tax bills and 
t^^^l^^ay.next to nothing and 
^^^BBFget the same services, 
sumpter Citizens, I think 
it’s time we banded together 
for honest government. Let’s 
get a Grand Jury Probe in 
Sumpter. These low 
taxpayers should have to 
prove their inability to pay 
and the Board of Review and 
former Supervisor should be 
exposed for their practices. 
Then and only then can we 
expect a fair tax program in 
the township.

ROMULUS — Approxi- 
mately 1,000 Romulus 
Township residents listed on 
the township’s vote registry 
are being notified that their 
registration face cancellation 
for failure to vote in the last 
two years, Alfred J. Perry, 
township clerk, reported 
Monday. 

Notices of Suspension of 
Registration are being mailed 
out to these persons for 
having failed to vote within 
the past two years. 

THE NOTICES inform the 
recipients that unless they 
apply for a continuation 
within 30 days from Dec. 14, 
their names will be dropped 
from the voting rolls. 

A n application for 
continuation of registration 
contained in the notices will 
upon signature of the 
recipient, make his or her 
vote registration remain on 
the township vote lists, Perry 
announced. 

The application must be

Wayne County officials are 
puzzling over a i970 election 
ballot that looms so long it 
might not fit on election 
machines. 

“It is the belief of the 
Commission that returning to 
paper ballots would cause 
chaos,” the three-member 
Wayne County Board of 
Election Commissioners 
declared in a letter pointing 
out the problem 


On the ballot next fall will 
be everything from school 
board and municipal offices 
through County offices to 
State posts. 

THE COUNTY is 
responsible for preparing the 
ballots in such elections. 

The threatened lack of 
space on the voting machines 
would be confined to the 
City of Detroit, but would 
have County-wide impact 
because any changes in the 
State election laws to solve 
the problem would apply 
State wide, according to 
Joseph Martina, County 
elections director. 

On that basis, the 
legislative committee of the 
County Board of Supervisors, 
meeting Dec 2, .rejected one 
solution suggested by the 
Board of £ I e c t i o n 
Commissioners. 

In a letter to committees 
of the State Legislature, the 
election commissioners 
suggested the possibility of 
holding all nonpartisan 
elections in odd years and 
partisan elections in even 
years. 


MEMBERS OF the 
supervisors legislative 
committee opposed that 
solution, however. 

‘This would force school 
board elections onto the 
ballot with municipal 
elections throughout the 
County, and the school 
boafels are strongly opposed 
to this,” said Harvey J. 
Beadle, of Bedford, 
D-District 19, the chairman 
of the legislative committee. 

“School officials feel it is 
very important that they have 
their own elections. We have 
instructed the County 
elections director to meet 
with his Detroit counterpart 
and the Detroit Common 
Council, and see if they can 
come up with another 
solution.” 

In other actions, the 
supervisors legislative 
commitee endorsed various 


ALSO ENDORSED was a 
bill which would give the 
Board of Supervisors the 
power to fill vacancies in 
County elective offices. A 
special three-member 
commission now fills such 
vacancies. 

Members of the legislative 
committee are, in addition to 
Beadle: 

James DeSana, Wyandotte, 
D-District 23; Edmund Bizek, 
Romulus, D District 24; 
Freddie G. Burton, Detroit, 
D-District 5; Joseph Cardinal, 
Dearborn, D-District 21; John 
S. Cook, Jr., Detroit, 
D-District 17; N. Frank 
Cylkowski, Detroit, 
D-District 16; WilUam L.

Catholic school efficiency 
is such that pupils in 
Archdiocese of Detroit 
schools receive quality 
education at less than half the 
average spent on public 
school pupils throughout 
Michigan. 

This was revealed by an 
Analysis of School Revenues 
and Receipts, patterned on 
the auditing methods used in 
Michigan public schools. It 
was made by the 
Archdiocesan Department of 
Education and is to be the 


first of a series of annual 
reports. 

‘This is a useful report.” 
John Cardinal Dearden, 
Archbishop of Detroit, 
commented. “It will be useful 
to those in charge of Catholic 
education elsewhere and, of 
course, will be made available 
to any interested persons 
engaged in public education.” 

To make the costs exactly 
comparable with those of 
public schools, the amount 
that ordinarily would be 
spent on teachers’ salaries if 
the schools did not have the

ACCORDING TO Judge 
Davis, 75 to 95 per cent of 
future felonies will be 
committed by those who first 
commit a misdemeanor. 

The probation officer 
theoretically is the 
inspirational personality with 
whom the probationer is 
supposed to identify. His 
main function is to befriend 
the probationer. 

Initially, meetings with the 
probation officers are 
predicated on obedience to 
the court’s order. They must 


either report or go to jail. It is 
the job of the probation 
officer to build a healthful 
relationship with the 
offender. Thus, the program 
works something like a good 
parent. 

Probation officers work 
under the general direction of 
volunteer staff counselors. 

THE PROGRAM in 
Plymouth had its start over a 
year ago. It follows the 
example of the original 
“Project Misdemeanant” 
started in Royal Oak courts 
by Judge Keith J. Leenhouts. 
Northville Municipal Court 


started a volunteer program 
two years ago and extended 
the same project into 
Plymouth with last year’s 
change-over to the district 
court system. 

Most supervisors and 
volunteers work on a 
part-time basis. Chief 
probation officer for 
Plymouth is Dave Busch, 
psychiatric social worker in 
the Plymouth schools. 

Volunteers are selected 
from a competitive 
questionnaire. Plymouth 
currently has 15 volunteer 
probation officers. Northville 
has 25 volunteers. 


SUPERVISORS TRY to 
match volunteers with cases 
which might afford similar 
backgrounds or interests. 
First offenders are often 
given alternate sentencing if 
the case warrants such action. 

For example, Plymouth 
has instituted a probation 
“work detail” which includes 
four to eight Saturdays of 
eight-hour work for the 
community. In addition, 
probationers pay the city $12 
each day they work. The 
money goes to the volunteer 
work supervisor who helps 
plan programs and meetings 
to further the program. 


Graham Liable currently 
handles DP\V activities for the 
probation department 

The volunteer program is 
an attempt to place first 
offenders and officers on u 
one-to-one basis. 

“Two-thirds of all 
probationers fall between the 
ages of 17 and 21.” Dildy 
says. ‘These are the ones we 
want to contact most and to 
reach an honest relationship 
with.” 

The probation officer is 
expected to keep a monthly 
written report on the progress 
of the probationer, which the 
probationer signs. Any 


violations of probation must 
also be reported The officer 
can also recommend, in some 
cases, that probation be 
ended earlier than the terms 
stated. In all cases, the cour*. 
acts as the authoritative 
figure — the probation officer 
acts as a friend.

Walnut Is Still Tops 
In Furniture Buys 


If you prefer walnut 
furniture, congratulate 
yourself on picking a solid 
winner. 

It’s been the prestige 
funitureand paneling material 
for centuries. And today it 
retains that envied position in 
a world of competing 
products, including substitute 
materials which pay it the 
supreme compliment of 
imitation. 

Two widely divergent 
1969 surveys have pointed up 
walnut’s sustained popularity. 
One was a market study of 
leading furniture and 
department stores in 30 
states, reported in Home 
Furnishings Daily, trade 
journal of the home 
furnishings industry. The 
other was a survey of the 
2,060 bedroom and dining 
room suites exhibited at the 
summer International Home 
Furnishings Market in 
Chicago.

survey. The next best seller 
was pecan, mentioned by 
only 5 per cent. 

In Scandinavian Modem 
walnut was mentioned as the 
best seller by 83 per cent of 
the retailers reporting. Teak 
was a distant second, termed 
the best seller by 11 per cent. 

Seventy-six per cent of the 
respondents said walnut was 
the best seller in 
Contemporary furniture. 
Pecan ranked second, being 
named as the top seller by 23 
per cent. 

Pecan and oak were 
leaders in Spanish furniture, 
while cherry and fruitwood 
topped the list in formal 
French, French Provincial 
and Italian Provincial styles. 
Maple was dominant in Early 
American. 

The survey of the summer 
furniture market in Chicago 
revealed that walnut held its 
long-established position as 
the wood most in evidence 
among bedroom and dining 
room suites displayed. 

It was shown in 34 1 su ites, 
or 16.6 per cent of the total. 
This was a 1.1 per cent gain 
over its representation at the 
June, 1968 market. Pecan 
was a close second, with 16.3 
per cent of the suites and 
maple was third with 14.3 per 
cent.

Sound-rated hardboard panels can assure you that 
the wall you install will act as a sound barrier as well 
as a room divider. When hardboard panels are 
properly installed, these “partywalls” become a 
low-priced asset rather than a high-priced liability. 

Partitions are rated -in terms of Sound 
Transmission Class (STC) with a rating of 30 or less 
considered “poor,” a 30-35 rating judged “fair,” a 
35-40 score ranked as “good,” a rating of 40-45 said 
to be “very good,” and a rating of 45 or more 
considered “excellent” (used for special acoustical 
applications). 

Applying these values to various partitions, one 
finds that a partition with Vi-inch, prefinished Abitibi 
hardboard panels on both sides of the studs has a 
“good” STC of 36. This compares dramatically with 
the STC of 26 for a partition with 3/16 inch 
prefinished lauan plywood on both sides of the studs, 
an STC of 28 for a similar paritition with Vi-inch 
prefinished lauan plywood on both sides of the studs, 
the STC of 32 for a partition of 5/8-inch gypsum 
wallboard on both sides of the studs, and the STC of 
33 for Vfc-inch plaster over gypsum lath on both sides 
of the studs. 

The hardboard partition comes out ahead every 
time. 

Although the simple hardboard partition is 
considered a “good” partition in terms of sound 
reduction, Abitibi Corporation points out, the 
partition can be even more of a deferent to sound 
transmission when prefinished hardboard is used in 
combination with drywall plaster over gypsum.

Hardwood Floors 
May Save Money 


The typical purchaser of a 
new FHA home can save 
several hundred dollars by 
insisting on hardwood floors 
throughout, even though 
wall-to-wall carpeting is also 
to be used all over the house. 
So says A. W. Crowe, a 
vice-president of Cook 
Industries, Inc., whose Bruce 
Oak Flooring Division is the 
world’s largest maker of 
hardwood floors. Here’s how: 

The average length of time 
a family lives in a new home 
before moving is seven years, 
according to national housing 
statistics. 

Coincidently, seven to 
eight years is the average 
claimed wear life of most 
FHA approved carpeting that 
may have been installed in 
that new home. That’s why 
any newly-built home should 
have a permanent floor, even 
when wall-to-wall carpeting is 
to be used also. 

When the “average” owner 
of a seven-year old house is 


ready to sell he can pull up 
the worn carpeting and have 
available a complete house 
with a brand new hardwood 
flooring throughout. On the 
other hand, if carpeting was 
originally laid over plywood 
or concrete without a 
finished floor as is happening 
with some houses today, the 
seller is faced with the 
difficulty of selling a house 
with worn out carpets. He 
either has to discount the 
sales price to allow for 
replacement of carpets or put 
in new carpeting before 
offering the home for sale. 
Either option is expensive. 

The omission of hardwood 
floors in the first place was 
for the theoretical purpose of 
saving the home owner 


money, since carpeting was to 
be used throughout But the 
loss incurred in sales value at 
the average seven year 
interval is more than four 
times the extra cost of 
putting down hardwood 
floors along with carpeting 
when the house was built, 
Crowe says. 

4 He explains it this way: In 
a conventional house with 
basement or wood joist 
construction it is necessary to 
do one of several things to 
adapt the subfloor for 
carpeting, if no finished floor 
is to be used. These include 
use of thicker plywood than 
normal, use of two layers of 
plywood, or use of plywood 
plus particle board or some 
other type of underlayment.

SERVICES HELD DURING THE WFEK 
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County Exploring Complex 
Housing Jail Facilities 


Construction of one 
complex encompassing a 
youthful offenders facility, a 
State prison and a new 
County jail is being explored 
by the Wayne County Board 
of Supervisors. 

Members of the County 
legislative body will seek an 
exploratory meeting with Gus 
Harrison, director of the 
Michigan Corrections 
Commission. 

The possibility of such a 
complex developed during 
discussion of the space 
squeezes at the County 
Youth Home, the jail and in 
the State prison system. 

THE DISCUSSION 
occurred Dec. 5, at a joint 
meeting of three committees 
of the Board of Supervisors 
and the Wayne County 


Coordinating Committee on 
Crime Control and 
Prevention. 

As a result, the chairmen 
of the three superisors 
committees will request a 
meeting with Harrision to 
further explore the conce pt. 

The three chairmen are 
Ralph Patrick Turco, of 
Westland. D- District 25. law 
enforcement and public 
safely committee; Jerome A 
Szymanski, of Detroit, 
D-District 6, juvenile affairs 
committee;- and John 
Lesinski, of Dearborn, 
D-District 20, planning and 
capital improvement 
committee. 

A COMBINED complex 
would be more economical in 
terms of both cost and space 


because certain facilities, such 
as the kitchen and 
recreational facilities, could 
be shared, it was pointed out 
at the meeting. 

Harrison has indicated 
in a letter to the Board of 
Supervisors that he is 
receptive to the idea of 
locating a proposed new State 
prison in Wayne County. 

His letter was a response to 
a letter in which Supervisor 
John H. Shepherd, of Detroit, 
D-District 12, urged that, if a 
new State prison is built, it be 
located in Wayne County and 
include a facility for youthful 
offenders guilty of serious 
offenses. 

In responding, Harrison 
stated: 

“We would be happy to 
receive an invitation from 
Wayne County to consider 
the placement of such a 
f a c i I i ty within that 
jurisdiction. Shepherd makes 
some excellent points in the 
desirability of locating such 
an institution in Wayne 
County.” 

IN HIS letter, Shepherd 
stated that location of the 
prison in Wayne County 
would make it easier for 
families to visit inmates, 
helping to prevent family 
breakups. 

The concentration of 
social agencies in the 
metropolitan area would be 
helpful in rehabilitating 
prisoners. 

The supervisors planning 
and capital improvement 
committee is already 


developing plans for a second 
Juvenile Court and Youth 
Home to serve the area west 
of Detroit. The most likely 
site is County-owned land 
across Michigan Avenue from 
Wayne County General 
Hospital in Westland. 

The three supervisors 
committees also approved “in 
principle” the final report of 
a year-long study conducted 
under the auspices of the 
Wayne County Coordinating 
Committee on Crime Control 
and Prevention. 

Recommendations of the 
report had been announced 
previously. 

WHILE THE joint meeting 
was under way in Detroit, the 
Michigan Crime Commission, 
meeting in Lansing, approved 
grants totaling $272,000 for 
first-year funding of some of 
the proposals contained in 
the report. The commission 
had $860,000 to disburse 
statewide. 

The WAYNE COUNTY 
grants are: 

*$63,000 to the County 
Sheriff to establish an 
organized crime bureau, with 
another $45,000 promised 
for next year. 

*$20,000 to the Sheriff 
and the Detroit House of 
Correction for training of jail 
guards and correctional 
officers, 

*$18,000 to Wayne 
County Circuit Court and the 
district courts for a pretrial 
release program.

Selective Service Issues 
Rules Under New System 


Michigan Selective Service 
System has issued the 
following facts on the 
Random Selection System 
that starts in January, 1970, 
and which establishes a new 
method for the selection of 
registrants for induction into 
the armed forces. It follows: 


•The Random Selection 
System starting in January 
1970 establishes a new 
method for the selection of 
Class l-A and Class l-A-0 
registrants for induction Into 
the armed forces In the order 
of their Random Sequence 
Numbers. It replaces the 
former system of selection of 
the oldest available registrant 
under age 26. It limits to one 
year the period of prime 
vulnerability to induction. 

* The Random Selection 
System does not change 
existing registration and 
classification requirements. 
Qualified registrants may 
continue to be deferred by 
Local Boards. They will be 
subject to random selection 
by sequence number in the 
year in which they are 
classified available for service. 

•The 1970 First Priority 
Selection Group includes 
registrants born between Jan. 
1, 1944, and Dec. 31, 1950. 
When these registrants are 
classified l-A or l-A-0, they 
will be selected for Induction 
in the sequence of their 
Random Sequence Numbers 
as determined by the 1969 
lottery. 

•A registrant who is not 
selected during the calendar 
year In which he is available 


for service In Class l-A or 
Class l-A-0 will then be 
placed In a lower priority 
category. He will not 
normally be vulnerable for 
induction unless the First 
Priority Selection Group for 
that year is exhausted. 

•The Random Sequence 
Number established for any 
registrant shall apply to him 
so long as he remains VUbject 
to Induction by random 
selection. The Random 
Sequence Number determines 
the order of selection among 
available registrants in each 
Local Board. These numbers 
will vary from board to board 
as each board fills Its assigned 
calls for Induction each 
month. 

•Registrants born In 1951 
(age 19 In 1970) will be 
assigned Random Seouence 
Numbers based on a new 
drawing to be held in the fall 
of 1970. They, along with all 
other registrants 19 to 26 
who are reclassified into Class 
l-A or Class l-A-0 during 
1971, will constitute the First 
Priority Selection Group for 
1971. * 


•Class « • 0 registrants 
(Conscientious Ob|octors) 
will be assigned to civilian 
work projects at the time 
they would have been called 
for induction in the order of 
their Random Sequence 
Numbers. 

•Registrants 17 to 26 may 
volunteer at any time through 
their Local Board for two 
years of active duty. 
Registrants may enlist in 
Reseive or National Guard 


units any time before the 
Induction order is issued. 
Enlistments for active duty 
may be accomolished at any 
time up to the day of 
induction. 

•Registrants previously 
ordered for induction and 
postponed or transferred 
under the old system will be 
inducted when the 
postponement ends or the 
transfer for Induction is 
completed.

Natural Resources 


We saw very few deer, 
alive or dead, along the way. 
Question — are deer learning 
to avoid highway peril? It 
could be. Scientists have not 
told us very much about 
communication among 
animals. Does a fish that has 
survived the pain of a hook in 
its jaw let other fish know 
about man, the predator, and 
his wiles? 

As the car rolled along 
through wooded country, it 
was possible to read the 
history of Michigan’s deer 
herd. Hardwood brush — 
maple mostly — was heavily 
browsed. Cedar swamps 
showed the browse-line where 
hungry deer in winter had 
cropped as high as they could 
reach. Big cedar was 
harvested during the era of 
pine logging and abundant 
second-growth was a prime 
factor in the buildup of 
Michigan’s deer population. 
Hardwood cutting and 
second-growth provided 
another kind of winter food. 
As deer leave their winter 
yards they crave tender twigs 
of hardwood. 

*** 

PROBABY THERE are 
more deer in northern 
Michigan now than when the 
first settlers arrived. The 
Upper Peninsula had caribou. 
There were caribou in 
Michigan — on Isle Royale in 
Lake Superior, in the present 
century. 

Moose were never 
abundant in Michigan. Moose 
prefer a certain combination 
of water and woods. Forty 
years ago 70 moose were 
transported from Isle Royale, 
where there had been a heavy 
starvation die-off, and were 
released in the central part of 
the Upper Peninsula. Moose 
were sighted at times for a 
few years, then disappeared. 

Originally the moose had 
drifted westward from 
Canada along the north shore 
of Lake Superior before 
crossing to the big island. We 
followed a moose track for 
10 miles on an old road a 
year or so after the planting. 
The tracks were straight east, 
as though the moose was 
returning to Ontario. 

Recently we found the 
tracks of a moose and calf in 
Alger County. It is not usual 
to find moose sign along the 
St. Mary’s River, opposite the 
Canadian shore. 

What else on a spot check 
expedition? Not too many 
grouse, but a lifetime of 
grouse watching has revealed 
that grouse may be absent 
from good habitat yet be 
abundant a mile away there is 
an ample food supply. 

*** 

BEAR? MICHIGAN has 
more black bear now than it 
had 50 years ago. There was a 
time when bear were the 


villains, killed, trapped, 
persecuted the year around. 
Bear earned the hostility of 
early settlers, not merely 
because on occasion they did 
prey on live stock, but also 
because a dead critter of any 
kind attracted beats from far 
and wide. A mauled carcass 
was deadly evidence of bear 
guilt 

At a lunch room on 
Highway 2 we could see a 
group of rental cabins, half a 
mile down the road. A 
sizeable bear was exploring 
the premises, In broad 
daylight That bear had 
caught the scent of food — 
and was prepared to rip a 
cabin apart to get to a tidbit 

The most exciting event of 
our expedition was a brief 
stop at the Seney Wildfowl 
Refuge where we parked with 
more than 100 Canada geese 
surrounding the car. These 
are giant Canadas, a race or 
species that was considered 
extinct until recently. These I 
geese average twice the 
weight of common Canadas, i 
They breed on the refuge, in ! 
spite of the depredation of ‘ 
raccoon, Michigan’s most ! 
destructive predator. A ' 
gander guarding his mate on j 
the nest is a formidable ! 
fighter. But raccoon are ' 
smart, and by team work, i 
they succeed in enticing the ! 
parent geese away from the j 
nest so that the raccoon can ! 
pounce on eggs or fledglings. ‘ 

Half a century ago ravens ] 
were rare in Michigan. Now j 
they are fairly abundant, and - 
it could be that \ 
highway-killed deer provide a < 
food supply that enables ! 
ravens to flourish and J 
increase. ! 

*** - 

MICHIGAN’S MOST; 
spectacular bird probably is ( 
the pileated woodpecker, j 
known in the old days as j 
“cock of the woods”. They j 
were shot by homesteaders \ 
because they are spectacular J 
targets, and because the red j 
part of their plumage was j 
useful in rigging a trolling [ 
spoon. \ 

Fish? Michigan has a large 4 
amount of unfished water — j 
stream and lake. An angler $ 
more concerned with 9 
exploration and discorery ] 
than in fish poundage could l 
try out lakes, beaver ponds, j 
stretches of wild river where 0 
rod pressure is zero. 

So what conclusion can we \ 
reach from this sketchy trial j 
balance? I’d say, No. 1, that \ 
Michigan rates among the \ 
states as unsurpassed for \ 
recreational resources. No. 2, ] 
that management of these 4 
resources is in good hands, J 
insuring richer returns as the J 
years roll on. * 


In Hospital Stay For Child 


oing to the hospital is 
an unpleasant 
experience for anyone, 
but for a child it can leave 
emotional scars long after 
physical health has been 
regained. 

You can prepare your 
child for a hospital stay and 
guide him past the danger of 
emotional trauma, stresses 
Mrs. Kathleen Bufton, 
extension home economist 
for Wayne County. 

Because fear of the 
unknown is far more 
terrifying than anxiety about 
the known, it’s important 
that you tell your child, 
simply and matter-of-factly, 
why he is going to the 
hospital. 

“By doing this, the child 
won’t feel that the hospital 
was a mean trick played on 
him, or a punishment for 
some unknown wrongdoing,” 
she notes. 

*** 

IN EXPLAINING the 
coming events, the amount of 
detail you give will depend on 
the age of the child and his 
ability to understand. 

For example, with an 
8-year-old, Mrs. Bufton 
suggests reasurring him about 
surgical masks lest they 
suggest faceless monsters 
from the comic books. 

With any child, however, 
it’s important to present a 
rounded picture of the 


hospital. Make sure he knows 
it’s more than just the 
operating room. 

*#* 

SOME EXPERTS advise 
explaining the situation only 
a few hours before, to 
prevent prolonged brooding. 
For the school-age child, 
especially if he’s a worrier, 
this may be wise. But its 
disadvantages lies in your 
difficulty to be as calm and 
matter-of-fact as you might 
have been a week before. 

Also, it gives you little 
time to deal with whatever 
worry or fear the child may 
express. 

For the preschool 
youngster, Mrs. Bufton 
recommends that you repeat 
your explanation until you 
are sure he understands and 
his confidence is built up. 

It’s important to be honest 
in your explanation. It’s 
particularly needed about 
coming pain, how much you 
can visit, and how long he’ll 
be in the hospital. 

“If the child is having an 
operaton, don't deny that it 
will hurt, but assure him that 
he will be able to stand it and 
that it will go away,” advises 
the agent. 

**♦ 

A CHILD needs his 
parents presence. To help 
ease his anxiety as possible, 
take him to the hospital 
yourself. And if possible be 


with him before and after an 
operation. 

In addition, find out exact 
details about visiting 
regulations from the hospital. 
Then let your child know 
when he can expect you so he 
won’t be waiting tensely and 
in vain. 

‘‘It is just as harmful to 
deceive a child innocently at 
to mislead him wilfully. 
Either way, you betray his 
trust in you,” reminds Kathy 
Bufton.

State Representative 
Vincent J. Petitpren 
( D - Westland ), acting 
chairman of the House 
Taxation Committee, has 
reported that the committee 
has struck from Senate Bill 
1084 a proposal to abolish 
the property tax credits now 
deducted from state income 
tax and replaced it with a 
four-tenths of one per cent 
(0.4 per cent) personal 
income tax. 

Senate Bill 1084 is one of 
the key bills in the 
educational reform program 
presently before the 
Legislature. 

Petitpren said the 
Taxation Committee also has 
approved the so called 
DeMaso Package, legislation 
which would find additional 
money for education by 
plugging existing tax 
loopholes. 

**♦ 

PETITPREN, VICE 
CHAIRMAN of the Taxation 
Committee, is serving as 
acting chairman during the 
indefinite leave of 
Representative George 
Montgomery (D-Detroit). The 
Committee met Friday. 

‘The committee felt that 
the .4 per cent personal 
income tax was much fairer 
to more people than 
elimination of the property 
tax credits,” Petitpren said. 
“Our studies showed that a 
family with five dependents 
and a $10,000 annual income 
would, with the .4 per cent 
personal income tax, pay 
only $16 more a year, 
approximately 30 cents a 
week.

THE PROPERTY tax 
credit abolishment would 
have brought in an estimated 
$116 million in revenue for 
education, Petitpren said. It is 
estimated, he added, that the 
.4 per cent personal income 
tax would yield $123 million 
a year. 

“It should be noted,” 
Petitpren said, “that it may 
be possible to cut the .4 per 
cent personal income tax In 
half, or down to .2 per cent, 
If we are able to raise funds 
for education for the 
proposed state cigarette tax 
increase, or by other means. 

Petitpren said the DeMaso 
package (named for Senate 
Taxation Committee 
Chairman Harry A. DeMaso) 
would, by closing tax 
exception loopholes, bring in 
about $48 million a year for 
education purposed. 

$ The legislation eliminates a 
series of special tax 
exemptions in a variety of 
areas. This package was 
reported out of the Taxation 
Committee today. This puts 
the DeMaso tax bills before 
the House of Representatives 
for debate. 

*♦* 

“THERE IS no reason 
why these loopholes should 
not be eliminated,” Petitpren 
said, 'The state needs the 
money for education. We can 
do without these special 
interest exemptions. I do not 
feel that their loss will 
seriously hurt anyone. They 
will, on the other hand, be of

Ambient Air Quality 
Standards, said Sterling, are 
to be based upon criteria 
derived by the federal 
government. 

These criteria are an 
expression of scientific 
knowledge of the relationship 
between various 
concentrations of pollutants 
in the air and their adverse

effect on man. animals, 
vegetation, materials, etc. 
Sterling said. 

They describe effects that 
can be expected to occur 
whenever the ambient air 
level of a pollutant reaches or 
exceeds a specific figure for a 
specific period of time, he 
added. 

According to Sterling, the 
present control program of 
Wayne County centers upon a 
response to public complaints 
of excessive air pollution. 

THE OFFENDER is 
contacted. Sterling said, and 
they work together to achieve 


ail abatement program that 
would bring the activity into 
the specific emission 
limitations of the Wayne 
County air pollution •ontrol 
regulations. 

These standards were 
established with recognition 
of economic considerations 
and technological limitations. 

The primary concern in 
establishing AAQS, however, 
would be the health aspects 
of the criteria. 

THE DEVELOPMENT of 
an emergency pollution 
control program to deal with 
acute pollution episodes, is 
predicted by Sterling. 


“We have long seen a need 
for this’*, he said, “but we 
have been reluctant to create 
an alert system until air 
quality standards could be 
established based upon 
nationally recognized 
criteria.” 

With the adoption of 
AAQS, a new era of pollution 
control will have been 
entered. Sterling contrasts the 
anticipated transformation 
with the evolution of 
technology from the 
mechanical age to the 
electronic age. 

AIR QUALITY regions 
will be established according 


to areas that have 
homogeneous topographical 
and meteorological makeup, 
with recognition of prime 
pollution receptors and 
without regard to artificial 
political boundaries. With 
the establishment of AAQS, 
Sterling sees a closer 
cooperation between state 
and local control agencies. 

Ambient air standards will 
strongly effect regional 
endeavors such as TALUS 
and SEMCOG, both of which 
attempt to deal with urban 
problems on a multi-urban 
basis.

Flames 


For The Fireplace 


The blazing log in the 
fireplace can give off flames 
of many different colors if 
properly treated beforehand. 
Adding chemicals to the fire 
will produce a variety of 
colors. 

Chemicals are not added 
to the fire but to the wood or 
pine cones before burning. 

A solution may be made 
of the chemicals dissolved in 
water and kindling or cones 
soaked and then allowed to 
dry. A more efficient and 
economical procedure is to dip 
the wood or pine cones Into 
glue (an aerosol of glue may 
be used to spray them), then 
dust them with the chemicals. 
You can usually buy the 
crude chemicals at the 
drugstore or buy the 


compounds already mixed.

THE FOLLOWING Is a list 
of chemicals with the colors 
they give off when they burn. 

Use care when handling 
any chemicals. Many will ruin 
the finish on fine wood 
furniture and corrode metal 
surfaces.

Green: copper 6ulfate 
Light green: borax 
Blue: copper chloride
